engaged in extensive criminal activity; therefore, captioned 
matter was opened on 4-12-73 as a 92 matter. 

The investigative period of this report is extended in order 
to include previous investigation conducted under other 
classifications.

Each policy writer pulls a number out of this barrel and 
places it in a position in three columns, which include 
five numbers in one column. Source stated if all three of 
these numbers come up in any one column, you are paid what' 
is known as a "grand slam;" for example, $5 for three 
numbers would pay $125, and $5 for two numbers would pay 
$10. Source advised you have to have a minimum of two numbers 
in any column to be paid anything.
